Teaching a dog tricks is
not really necessary but its
fun to have your dog “show
off* and dogs themselves
enjoy being the center of
attraction. The tricks you
can teach are limited only
by the extent of patience
and the time you can devote
to training

However, as in all train-
ing, do it when your dog is
relaxed, not overly excited
with his mind more on a
romp than paying attention

If you first teach your pup
to “sit” and, after he learns
that, to “lie down™ on com-
mand, you have the founda-
tion for a number of tricks,
from “begging” to “roll
over.” Additionally, I might
add, many tricks can be de-
veloped from something a
dog does naturally. Just use
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some command that connects
with the action, like “fetch,”
for example, when you pup
picks up a shoe. Repeating
the word, take the shoe from
him gently, praise him, and
very soon he will be retriev.
ing on command
. . -

“SHAKE HANDS" is about
the easiest trick to teach. A
puppy will often raise one
foot quite naturally when he
sitas in front of you. Take it,
shake it gently for a moment
or so, saying the words. Or,
sit him, give the command
and at the same time tap
underneath the heel of one
paw so he'll lift it. Always

be sure to praise.
“Beg” or “sit up” is an-
other easy trick for most

dogs. Some dogs do not have
the balance to do this and
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young puppies should not do
it until their backs are
strong enough. Start by sit
ting your dog in a corner of
a room so he has support
for his back. Hold him in
position with one hand and,
with the other, hold a tid bit
just above his head. Always
reward him, even though you
may have furnished most of
the support, until he gets the
idea

Is your dog an agile
jumper? Teach him to jump
through a hoop (hold it close
to the ground at first )and
he’ll have a trick that is
good exercise, as well. Re-
member that a few minutes
two or three times a day is
far beter than a long session
of training once a week
